The figures for the fiscal year ended June 30 
show that the foreign trade of the country, imports 
and exports added together, amounted to «@ total of 
In the previous year we did a 
business with foreign countries which amounted to 
$260,000,000 more. But for the year ended June 
30, 1906, the foreign business was $484,000,000 less 
than in the fiseal year just closed. 

The falling off last year was due to a decrease 
of 12 per cent. in imports. The international bal- 
ance sheet was very favorable, showing  @ new 


credit abroad of ,000,000, compared with $446,- 
000,000 the year and $517,000,000 two 
years ago. 


These figures relate to merchandise. Taking up 
specie movement, we got from abroad in the fecal 
year net gofd amounting to $75,864,609. The pre- 
ceding fiscal year left us with $63,086,500 net gold 
to our credit and two years ago we had on the 
ledger page showing gold movement a credit of 
$57,648,130. The net gain by us of gold in three 
years was $196,599,239. 

The net credit balance of the three years created 
by the excess value of exports over imports was 


$1,629,000,000. Taking the net gold imports of the 
three years from this sum leaves $1,432,400,761 to 
be accounted for. Part of this Money was spent by 
Americans visiting abroad.

BIG POWER PLANT AT BISBEE 
MAKES IT CHEAPER. 


(SPRCLAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX ‘tAriz.) July °.—About 
the biggest mining ttem of the month 
in Arizona is the completivn of the 
new power system of the Copver Queen 
Consolidated Mining Company at Bis- 
bee. Anywhere from two to three 
thousand tons of ore a day are hoist- 
ed from a long ‘ne of openings, the 
principal shafts being the Czar, Hol- 
brook, Spray, Gardner and Sacra- 
mento. Practically all is to be hoistea 
in the future from the shaft last named. 
The underground wcrking: nave been, 
or are being, equipped with a trolley 
terminating at the Sacramento chaft, 
where the ore wili be hotsted in threr- 
ton skips, to be -automatically dis- 
tributed by a belt conveyer to the 
great steel cars that carry the charges 
to the immense smelter at Doug'as, 
twenty-five miles away. Miles of new 
passageways have had to be cut in 
carrying out this plan on the 400, 800, 
1000 and 1200-foot levels. 

In the new scheme, the hoisting en- 
gines at the howell, Spray and Hol- 
brook shafts will be operated by com- 
pressed air; hoisting at the Czar, the 
oldest of the shafts, will he hy elee- 
tric motor, while steam wil! be piped 
direct from the power-house to the 
Sacramento and Gardner. All pumping 
will be done by electrical power in the 
future. As the water contains much 
sulphuric acid, the pump columns 
have been lined with wood. The pres- 
ent steam pumps will be kept in 
place for emergencies, Electricity wil' 
be used generally for lighting under- 
ground. The new power-house is now 
furnishing a considerable part of the 
“juice” used at the mines.

SEARCHLIGHT (Nev.) July 
There is rapidly growing interest in 
newly-discovered placer ground on the 
Colorado River, twenty-three miles 
northeast of this place. A permanent 
camp has been established, now num- 
bering about One dozen people. Hard- 
ly a day passes that parties do nvt 
leave here to make locations, The skep- 
tics appear to be only those who have 
not made an examination and who 
have knowledge of past failures. 
District Recorder Frank Doherty is 
one of the latest visitors and locators. 
He is very enthusiastic. He describes 
the depos!t as a conglomerate mass of 
gravel and small rocks, with black 
sand and free gold intermingled. This

RAWHIDE'S BIG DOINGS. .

RAWHIDE, July 21.—The Grutt

RAILROAD NOTES. 


The District Court of Minnesota has 
Gecided that the Great Northern Raii- 
way Company muet pay the 4 per cent. 
grees earnings tax under the law 
passed by the Legisiaturé in 1963. The 
company has paid a 3 per cent 
tax, and the court decides that this 
rate will hold on the original lines be- 
cause of provisions included in the 
charter, but the additiona) lines of the 
roeé must pay the 4 r cent. The 
present suit passed on by the court is 
for 1 per ¢ent. of taxes for the year of 
1905, amounting in al!) to $12,737.38. 

The New York Centra! has filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
@ new rate on coffee and sugar be- 
tween New York and Chicago. This 
means an 11 per cent. increase in the 
present rate on offee between the two 
cities, and 72-3 per cent. increase in 
the present rate on sugar. The rail- 
roeds which hau) the two commodi- 
tiles from southern ports northward 
Ahave published a similar increase. The 
new rates will go into effect on August 
1. instead of October 1. as at first in- 
tended.

may happen to some one. “Enchant” carries the same 
suggestion. It is the spell cast over the mind by a 
soothing song. 

The word “pecuniary” carries us back before the time 
when coined money was used, and even before metal 
was made a medium of exchange. Barter in kind was 
the usage of primitive races. The sheep was the unit of 
value. As early as the days of Abraham silver used by 
weight was the medium in vogue. In Rome brass took 
the place of silver. The English still have the pound 
sterling in their coinage. But few reflect that there is 
any connection between the pound sterling and the 
pound Troy. or the pound avoirdupois. In fact, when 
brass was used as a medium of exchange by the Latins 
the libra, or pound weight, was the unit. To save trou- 
ble this metal was cast in lumps of exact weight, and 
Servius, King of Rome as early as 578 B.C., had the fig- 
ure of a sheep engraved on this piece of brass. In Latin 
the word for sheep is “pecus,” and this gave its name 
to the big coin. Thus the man of pecuniary respons!l- 
bility was the one who had a large number of the brass 
pieces with the figure of the sheep, and he was impecu- 
nious who had none. In Latin to weigh is “pondre,” 
hence our word pound, and the Latins had a coin of 
twice the weight in silver, which they called dupondius, 
or two pounds, and hence come so many common terms 
connected with money, as “expense,” “dispense,” “sti- 
pend,” the pay of a soldier, “stipis pondera” (a weight 
of money.) The “dispensors” were those who weighed 
out the metal. The money generally was called “pe- 
cunia,” from the figure of the sheep. 

What a long way afield in human history this little ex- 
cursion in the dictionary takes us. We go back to the 
days of Abraham and Lot with their flocks and see men 
trading by exchange a number of sheep for a horse 
or a cow, for a coat, a piece of land, a range to graze 
on, a tomb to bury the dead. Then we find the early 
civilization a step higher, when silver or brass was the 
medium of exchange, first in crude lumps which had to 
be weighea each time they passed from hand to hand, 
then another step up when the huge lumps of a pound 
weight were passed from one to another and accepted 
as “current money with the merchants.” Last comes 
the wise king who puts the royal stamp of the sheep, 
the original unit of value, on the coin to witness to its 
honest weight. 

We now call the place where we make money a 
“mint.” If we go on in our excursion through the dic- 
tionary we find that the first money coined in Rome was 
made in the temple of Juno, near the old forum, and just 
at the base of the Capito] Hill, places al! tourists go to 
see in Rome as it is today. Now in this temple the god- 
dess once gave the Romans sage advice in a certain cri- 
sis in their affairs, and hence the temple was called 
monita, the advisor, and from this we get “money” and 
also the “mint” where it is made. 

Your excursion in the dictionary will reveal to you 
wonderful things. A “parlor” is a place to talk: a 
“pansy” is a flower for thought; a “pamphiet” is a thing 
stitched. An ogre originally was a member of a Fin- 
nish family Ouigour, who all went through the world 
“on their muscle” and carried a “big stick.” A “nick- 
name” is a tease name. “Lens” is from its shape like a 
lentil seed. “Lend” is a thing fitting laymen, not the 
clergy. “Lobby” is a place shaded with foliage. 
“Magic” is from the Persian magi, priests. “Beads” is 
not in its origin from the smal! balls the pious count 
with. It is of Anglo-Saxon origin in which “bead” is a 
prayer. “Beldam” is a euphemism. In origin it is 
French belle dame, a beautiful lady: “Bib” is from 
“bibo,” a Latin word meaning “I drink.” The use is 
obvious.

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WHERE IT ABOUNDS.

HAD just returned down the river with Richardson 
| from Tangkulap. Tangkulap is a journey of several 

days up the Kinabatangan River in British North 
Borneo. Richardson was the magistrate for this dis- 
trict, and his rule extended over practivally the whole of 
this river, Tangkulap being his headquarters. Only 
three or four white men had ever been ap the river as 
far as Tangkulap, it being a very lonely spot in the 
midst of dense forests with no other white man living 
anywhere near. I had stayed with him for two months, 
making large natural-history collections and seeing a 
great deal of both native and animal life. We had 
then returned down the river in Richardson's gobang 
(canoe) to Batu Puteh, a large tobacco estate, and thé 
only one on this river. Here we were the guests of 
Pau] Brietag, the manager, a most hospitable German. 
He and his three German, French and Dutch assistants ~ 
were the only other white men on the whole of this | 
great river. 


While here, Richardson and I determined to visit the 
wonderful Gomanton birds’-nest caves, from which great | 
quantities of edible birds’ nests are annually taken. | 
Very few Europeans had ever visited them, though they 


are considered among the wonders of the world.

We left Batu Puteh in Richardson's gobang early one 
morning, and although we had a strong stream with us | 
going down, we did not reach Bilit till evening.

These always have to be new each season 
and are first carefully tested. The ladders are made of 
well twisted strands of rattan with steps of strong, hard 
wood, generally bilian. 


To the Upper Caves. 


On our return to the village we bathed in a shady 
stream of clear water, the banks of which I noted were 
composed chiefly of guano. In the afternoon we started 
off in search of the upper caves. After a short stiff 
climb amid naturai rockeries of jagged limestone we 
passed under a natural archway or bridge under which 
were perched frail-looking raised native huts of the 
watchers. As we stood under this curious archway we 
looked down a precipice on our left. [It was very steep 
at our feet, but from the far side it took the form of a 
slanting shaft which terminated in a little window or 
inlet into the lower cave we had visited in the morn- 
ing. In our ascent we had to climb up very rough steep 
ladders fastened against the rocky ledges. The rocks 
were in many places gay with variegated plants, the 
most notable being a very pretty-leafed begonia cov- 
ered with pink and silver spots, the spots being half- 
pink, half-white. The natives with us seemed to enjoy 
eating these leaves; they certainly looked tempting 


enough. 
Beautiful Plants. 


Another fine plant growing among these rocks was a 
climbing pothos with very dark green leaves orna- 
mented with a silver band across each leaf, but the 


finest of all was a fine velvet-leafed climber veined with 


crimson, pink or white. (Cissus sp.) 


We at length came to the entrance of a long chain of 
caves through which we passed, going down a very steep 
grade, and our guides had to carry lights. After a climb 
down some steep rocks in semi-darkness, we at length 
found ourselves in the largest cave of all and said to 
be about 560 feet in height. It, too, had two or three 
natural windows through which the light penetrated. 
One of them was on the top in the very center of the 
cave, and from down below it looked like a distant star. 
This opening was on the very summit of the Gomanton 
rock. This cave greatly resembled the smaller one I have 
already described except that it was of much grander di- 
mensions. As in the first cave one could hear the roar 
of an underground torrent 


even more numerous. On the rocky walls I noticed 


plenty of very large spiders and a curious insect with a 


long body and long thin legs which ran very fast and 
whose bite we were told was very poisonous. 

On the way back, when passing through some very 
low caves, the Hadji got some of his men to knock down 
for me a few of the white nests from the sides of the 


cave with long poles, and in another cave they got me 


some black nests. The difference between these white 
and black nests is this: they are made by two different 
kinds of swallows. The white nest is made by a very 
small bird, but the bird that builds the black nest tis 
twice the size of the other. The white nest looks some- 
thing like pure white gelatine, and is very clean and 
has no feathers in it. 
is plentifully coated with feathers and it is in conse- 
quence not worth nearly 1s much as the white nest. 
The nests are made from the saliva of the birds. Both 
are very plain colored irds; an ordinary swallow is 
brilliant in comparison. This is unusual in a country 
so full of brilliant-plumaged birds as Borneo is, but as 
they spend most of their lives in the depths of these 
somber caves I suppose it is only natura! that their 
plumage should be obscure and plain. These bird-nest 
caves are found all] over Borneo, and also in Java and 
other parts of the Malay archipelago, but these are by 
far the largest. The revenue from these caves alone 
brings the government a very large sum. By far the 
greater number of these nests are sent to China, where 
bird-nest soup is an expensive luxury. The natives of 
Borneo do not eat them. For myself I found the soup 
rather tasteless. 

We were told that if they missed one season’s nest 
collecting, most of the birds would forsake these caves, 
possibly because there would be so little room for them 
to build again. I learned that they build and lay four 
times a year, but I think that they meant that both the 
black and the white-nest birds lay twice each. The 
white kind buiki their first nests a~bout March and the 
black kind in May, and as these nests are all collected 


of the wind in the 


same manner till darkness set in, and then I could only 
hear the beating of myriads of wings like the sighing 
treetops. 


They return in early morning in much the same fash- 
ion. I heard that the swallows usually did the same 
thing, only the other way about; when the bats came out 
the swallows entered the caves and when the bats went 
in the swallows came out, but it being now their nest- 
ing season, they went in and out of the caves irregularly 
all day, but I was quite satisfied to see the bats go 
through the performance, as it was one of the most 
wonderful sights I have ever seen. 


We had been told that it would be three or four more 
days before the collecting would take place, and also 
that they had to wait for a good omen in the shape of a 
good dream coming to one of the chief owners of the 
caves. Our pleasure was great, therefore, when the 
Hadji and some of his followers paid us a _ visit that 
night and told us that work should start in the largest 
cave the next morning for our benefit. That was good 
news, indeed, as Richardson could not wait more than 
another day. lt was another good move for the Hadji 
and his Panglimaship, and | told Richardson he ought 
to give it him forthwith. 

A Hard Climb, 

The next morning we climbed to the top of the rock. 

It was hard work climbing over the brittle rocks, and

We 
crept along the logs and listened to the everlasting 
twittering far below, but although we could see noth- 
ing but pitchy darkness, the thought of what was below 
made me soon crawl back with a very shaky feeling in 
my legs. | 
Precarious Climbing. 


We then descended again till we came to the mouth of 
a curious cave, which was practically a dark chasm at 
our feet. We climbed down into the depths on a 
straight swaying ladder, which required a good grip, and 
then after a climb over slanting slippery rocks we found 
ourselves In the large cave on a sort of ledge within 
perhaps 100 feet of the roof. We were told that we 
were the first Europeans who had ever descended onto 


this ledge. From here we watched the natives collect- 


ing the nests. In a short account of this description it 
is impossible for me to describe the wonderful methods 


the natives had for collecting the nests, that would 


require a whoie chapter in itself, so it is with regret 
that I shall have to confine myself to a very meager 
description. 

Method of Collecting Nests. 


The chief method was by descending rattan ladders 
which were let down through the hole on the top of 
the cave. It made one quite giddy to even watch the 
men descending these frail ewaying ladders with over 

500 feet of space below them. The man on the near- 
est ladder had a long rattan rope attached low down to 
his ladder with a kind of wooden anchor at the end of 
it. At the second attempt he succeeded with a wonder- 
ful throw in getting the anchor to stick in the soft 
guano on the edge of the slanting ledge where we were 
It was then seized by several men waiting there and 
they hauled away till they were enabled to catch hold 
of the end of the ladder which they dragged higher and 
higher up the steep slanting rocks we had come down 
by. This in time brought the flexible ladder, at least the 


| part on which the man was, level with the roof, and he, 


lying on his back on the thin ladder, pulled the nests 
off the rocky roof, putting them into a large rattan bas- 
ket fastened to him.

MALADIES FouND By LABOR Bu- 
REAU INVESTIGATION.

ANY odd “trade diseases” are being discovered by 


Dr. George M. Kober, who, for the United States 
Bureau of Labor, is investigating the relation of 
occupation to health. 

“Brass founders’ ague,” one of the most interesting 
of these, is found to attack about three-fourths of the 
new employés of brass foundries and of those who re- 
sume work after an absence of a month or even a fort- 
night. 

The cause of this malady appears to be the inhalation 
- of the metallic dust or vapors of zinc and copper, and its 
symptoms are severe pains in the back and general las- 
situde, which send the patient at once to bed, immedi- 
ately after which he usually suffers a severe chill, last- 
ing fifteen minutes or longer.

nied by a tormenting cough, bad headache and soreness 
in the chest. But after the lapse of a few hours the vic- 
tim suddenly breaks out in a free perspiration indicating 
the disappearance of the fever and the advent of a deep 
sleep from which he awakens nearly recovered. Eng- 
lish brass founders thus attacked are told by their elders 
in trade to drink freely of milk and thus promote nau- 
sea, esteemed as the swiftest means of relief from these 
seizures. 


Quinine Makers Get Eczema. 


“Polishers’ itch,” an eczema of the hands, arms and 
face, found to be common among furniture polishers, is 
supposed to be irritation due to some of the impure al- 
cohols. A similar dry eczema is found to attack the 
hands and faces of quite a large percentage of those em- 
ployed in the manufacture of quinine, and is believed to 
be due to emanations from the boiling solutions of this 
drug. This peculiar disease of quinine manufacturers 
disappears as soon as their work is given up. Smelters, 
especially in copper works, frequently suffer from 
jaundice, stiffness of the joints and anaemia as the re- 
sult of inhaling arsenic fumes given off in the process, 
while it is noticed that mercury workers not only suffer 
from salivation, but frequently are attacked with nerv- 
ous trembling. Safety equipment has practically elimi- 
nated these dangers from the mirror irdustry, but they 
are stil: pronounced in the manufacture of felt, ther- 
mometers, barometers, dry electric batteries and bronz-

Those who work long in aniline vapors 
not infrequently suffer from a chronic poisoning affect- 
ing the central nervous system and causing lassitude, 
headache, roaring in the ears and sometimes eczema, 
while those attacked by the strong vapors sometimes 
fall sudaeniy to the ground, their tkin becoming cold 
and pale, their faces turning bluish, death following in 
a state of profound stupor. 

“Naphtha intoxication” is found to disable many em- 
ployés in the dyeing and cleaning trade and the rubber 
industry, the symptoms resembling those of drunken- 
ness being dizziness, nausea, headache and hysteria. In 
rubber factories where for vulcanizing naphtha has gen- 
erally replaced the even more carbon disul- 
phide, this form of intoxication is suffered especially tn 
rooms where rubber is spread upon cloth. New hands 
are especially susceptible, and even old ones sometimes 
have to leave their work at times and seek the fresh 
air for relief. Benzine vapors are quite as dangerous,

dle ages. In the eighteenth century, when English, 
French and Bohemian glass became fashionable, the 
furnaces at Murano were one by one extinguished, and, 
it is said, the very secrets of the art were lost. 


is so well tempered that it breaks less easily than other 
glass. One frequently sees the shopmen take some of 
the tiny tumblers that (colored like rubies, opals and 
emeralds) lie scintillating on the counters, and throw | 
them on the ground, from which they rebound like rub- | 
ber balls. The secret of the art of making this highly- 
tempered glass appears to have been rediscovered by | 
Signor Salviati some fifty years ago, and from what we 
saw of it at Murano, the work appears to be carried on 
in the same primitive manner as in the days of old. 
Perhaps we did not visit the best factory; in fact, we 
were caught by an aniiable-looking old man who vol- 
unteered to guide us to the very best ~orkshop in Mu- 
rano. We :ollowed him believingly, and certainly saw 
some of the most beautiful objects to be found in the 
Piazza San Marco in course of construction, 

The workshop we visited was a mere shed, in the 
center of which was a huge furnace subdivided irto 
ovens whose open doors disclosed the red-hot glow 
within. A series of bake ovens seemed built behind this 
furnace, where finished objects were placed to be tem- 
pered as they came out of the workman's hands. The 
workmen were supplied with rough seats or benches 
about two yards distant from each open furnace door. 
Their tools, if such primitive appliances »‘e worthy the 
name, were placed on a stand near by.

An Annual Wolf Hunt. 


“The annual wolf drive or hunt of the Houghton- 
county trappers and hunters will be the chief subject for 
discussion in the extreme upper peninsula for the next 
three weeks,”’ said J. A. Wright of Houghton, Mich. 
“This hunt will take place in about two weeks and will 
start from a little taqwn named Alston, a station on the 
Mineral Range Raliroad. Over seventy-five dogs have 
already been secured, and it is expected that 125 hunt- 
ers will take part. 


“The hunters congregate at Alston, while the men who 
handle the dogs distribute themselves along the railroad 
tracks in preparation for the drive. At a given signal, 


| which is passed along the line by gunshots, all the dogs 


are taken into the woods and started and the hunt is 
on. Soon a dog scares up a wolf and chases him in 
toward the Sturgeon River, where he cannot run any 
further, and then the sounds of barking all along the 
line tell how first one and then another animal is mak- 
ing for the river. 


“The hunters are following the dogs and the game is 
plentiful enough, so that forty or fifty wolves are killed 
annually. At this time of the year the wolf is tamer 
than at any other season, and can be hunted with greater 
ease. This ordinarily cunning anima! seems to lose a 
good share of his craft in the late spring. 

“The préfits of this hunt besides the general good that 
it does to the farmer and cattle owner in the vicinity are 
great, as the bounty on wolves in Houghton county, in-

E)- 
bert Hubbard has referred to this simply-phrased little 
address of the war President as “The greatest speech 
of any time in any tongue.” 

Its simple eloquence did not reach the audience in 
full measure on the day it was delivered, for the big 
crowd was more attracted by the showy rhetoric of Ed- 
ward Everett, who was the orator of the day. 

Lincoln was there merely because he was the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He was not looked to for an 
oration, and he made no preparation. It was not until 
he had taken his train for Gettysburg that he had a 
chance to turn his busy mind from the many cares that 
oppressed it in order to get ready a few words in which 
to address his fellow-citizens. 

Taking an envelope and a stubby little penci] from 
his pocket, he wrote out the passage beginning, “Four 
score years and ten-——” ' 

This envelope that bore on its back immortal words 
that patriotic parents have been teaching children to 
memorize ever since, and that masters of the English 
tongue have for four decades been teaching to students 
as one of the most inspired instances of eloquence, has 
unfortunately been lost. If it still existed, it would 
have a priceless value, and would go into the nation's

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_ But time brings its revenges. Today not one sentence 
| from Everett's oration is remembered, while nothing in 
| the English language is much better knoyn than Lin- 
| coln’s concluding phrase: 

“That a government of the peopie, for the people and 
by the people, shall not perish from the earth.” 

More and more every year Gettysburg becomes a place 
of pilgrimage. It is a field that it is impossible to tra- 
verse without feeling the greatness of the deeds there 
accomplished. 

All over its surface is marked the valor of the con- 
tenders. 


Guides who have mastered every detail] of the strug- 
gle are constantly on hand to show the visitor over the 
field, to point out the places of especia! interest, and 
to explain the movements of the various generals and 
the men under them. ) 

The mention of points like Cemetery Hill, Bloody An- 
gle, the Stone Wall, Round Top, etc., have in them a 
thrill, but to be able to stand in these very places, to 
see the direction in which the attacking troops came, is 
to get such a true realization of the struggle as no 
amount of book reading could ever convey. 

But in spite of the great interest in the most notable 
battle of the war, it is a fact that Gettysburg is a diffi-

eult place to reach. From New York and Philadelphia, 
for example, the most familiar method is to go through 
York, but all the railroads leading to it are slow, and 
the trip in the summer time, the proper time to go in 
order to see the field in the condition it was during the 
battle, is long and wearying, considering the compara- 
tively short distance to be covered. 

Undoubtedly the presence of good roads would make 
an automobile trip the ideal way to make the pilgrimage 
to Gettysburg. This is already the favorite way of go- 
ing to it from Philadelphia and New York. During the 
greater part of the way these roads are all that could be 
asked nd the ride is delightful. 

But the roads from Washington to Gettysburg are far 
from being up to the mark, and the automobile ride in 
this direction, especially going through Maryland, is a 
continuous struggle. 

Representative Lafean's proposed boulevard would 
be a source of delight alike to automobilists and horse- 
men, even to pedestrians, in fact, for the recent revival 
of the love for man’s most primitive means of locomo- 
tion has banished the terrors of a hundred-mile walk.

poor, they nevertheless manage to exchange consider- 
able money, being worked up to a high pitch of excite- 
ment. 


The dances, that form so prominent a part of the 
fiesta, are carried on in the ancient Indian costumes 
around a camp fire. The principal one is the tatahuila, 
or feather dance, and is worth while going a long dis- 
tance to witness. The singing is by the women, who 
sit in the rear of the dancers and chant the songs of 
primeval days, ere the paleface came to desecrate the 
soil of California. Most of the singing is in the Span- 
ish-Indian dialect, descending from the days of the 
padres, who managed to merge the then existing dia- 
lects into one common tongue, or “Mission Indian.” 
The reservation Indians of the Mesa Grande still speak 
this, but only English is taught in the schools. 

The ceremonial singing and dancing at the fiestas, as 
survivals of very ancient rites, were kept alive in the 
Mesa Grande tribe by Cinon Duro, the last chief, who 
died in 1906, at the age of 90 years. He was once the 
sole repository of the legends and traditions of his fore- 
fathers, and had it not been that he devoted his life to 
teaching these legends to his people, it is likely that the 
Indian fiestas would have ceased to be celebrated after 
his death. Even now, it is only the old people who 
know the tribal legends and traditions, and it is not 
probable that they will be kept up after the aged have 
died off. 

When old Mata-Whur (Cinon) died, the aged men and 
women met to dance the feather dance over his grave.

Stories of 
Necro Pianist Was LONG A 
GREAT MONEY MAKER. 

. From New York Sun. 

EW public performers ever played to more money 
F tus Blind Tom, who died recently. He was 

prominently before the public for twenty years, and 
after that when his trustees were changed he still con- 
tinued to play, but not with as much success. His new 
managers did not know how to handle him properly, 
and handling Tom took lots of tact. Until only a few 
years ago he played, apd his last appearance was prob- 
ably on the variety stage. For forty years he had been 
an attraction, and in the first half of that time he played 
in almost every town of any size in this country and 
Canada and made tours on the other side of the At- 
lantic. 

Even in small towns he dié weli, and as running this 
show was not an expensive affair, the profits were large. 
A statement of accounts made by his old manager 
showed that in one month in 1884, which was spent in 
Virginia, the receipts were more than $4000 and the ex- 
penses $2000. He usually kept on the road for nine 
months out of the twelve, so that his yearly profits may 
have averaged about $20,000. On his trip on the other 
side it was said he realized about $200,000, so that Tom 
while in good hands was a source of steady income. 

It is singular that his old manager, Thomas War- 
hurst, who for twenty years took him all over this 
country and through Canada, died six months ago, and 
it was under his management that Tom was most suc- 
cessful. He was then well cared for and well coached 
in bis work, and he earned many thousands of dollars 

. for the Bethune family, on whose estate he was born a 


slave. 

About twenty years age Blind Tom got into “the 
courts. He was born during slave times, and later Gen. 
Bethune acted as his trustee. It was said that up to 
1870 he had earned more than a quarter of a million dol- 
lars. Gen. Bethune then turned the trusteeship over to 
his san, John G, Bethune. John Bethune ran a racing 
stable which was said to be supported by Blind Tom's 
earnings. He died in 1883, and after his death his 
widow brought suit against the Bethune family, alleg- 
ing that as widow of John Bethune she was the right- 
ful trustee of Blind Tom! In this she was sup- 
ported by Charity Wiggins, the mother of Blind Tom. 
Mrs. Bethune won her suit, and since 1886 Blind Tom 
has been in her care, but she only succeeded in mak- 
ing a success of him for a few years. 

Blind Tom was born a few miles from Columbus, in 


the county of Muscogee, Ga.. on May 25, 1849. His 
parents were field hands of the pure negro blood, with 
nothing to distinguish them from the mass of their race, 
except that his mother had smal! feet and hands and 
was of an active, merry temperament. He was born on 
the estate of Thomas Greene Bethune, where his parents 
were slaves. 

Tom was born blind, and as he was unable to learn 
anything from sight it was generally thought that he 
was idiotic. When very young he showed a great fond- 
ness for sounds, and musical sounds exerted a con- 
trolling interest over him. He learned to talk when 
young, and spoke clearly, but his words had no mean- 
ing, and were siniply imitations of what he heard. 

Gen. Bethune, when he heard that Tom’s mother had 
said Tom had not sense enough to learn, declared this 
was a mistake He went to Tom and said: “Tom, sit 
down.” Tom repeated the words. The genera! then re- 
peated the order, and at the same time sat Tom on the 
floor. “Tom, get up,” said the general. Tom sat still 
and repeated. He then ordered Tom to get up, and 
lifted him to his feet. Next time Tom was told to sit 
down he did so at once, and promptly rose to his feet 
when ordered. From that time Tom learned quickly. 
Every one tried to teach him. 

When Tom was about 4 years old, a plano was brought 
to the house, and as soon as he heard this, Tom was 
entranced. One night his mother had neglected to lock 
her door, and Tom disappeared. He found his way into 
the Bethune house through an open window, and early 


in the morning the piano was heard. Tom was seated 
before the instrument playing one of the pieces he had 
heard, and playing it correctly with both hands and 
using the black as well as the white keys. From that 


repeat any piece he heard. Then he began to compose 
himself. He would sit at the piano for hours. When 
asked what he was playing, he would say: “That was 
what the trees said to me,” or “That ‘s what the wind 
says.” One day a German music teacher of Columbus 
heard Tom and declared that he knew more music than 
he could teach or learn. Tom was later coached by 
some pianists. They played for him, and he learned 
what they played and afterward repeated it in public. 
In this way Tom learned to play thousands of pieces, 
and in his répertoire were sonatas of Beethoven, Men- 
delssohn, Bach, Mozart, all the best-known marches, 
many of the pianoforte solos well known, plantation 
songs, and a number of original pieces descriptive of 
what he had heard. | 

One of these was “The Rainstorm.” When very 
young, Tom used to stand in a passageway and listen 
to the rain pattering on the roof, and from this he made 
He was not far distant from the Bat- 
tle of Manassas, and this he made the subject of another 


piece. 


‘Tom was born blind, but when 3 or 4 years old it 


was noticed that he spent much of his time with his face 
turned toward the sun. In time he developed a little 
sight. He could see luminous bodies, and persons whom 
he knew well he could recognize when a few feet away. 

When in public, Tom woujd play what he was told to. 
When he had finished and was applauded he would turn

toward the audience and applaud himself by clapping 
his hands. He seemed to take as much enjoyment out 
of his performance as his listeners. He was always 
happy when he was with a piano, and when he and his 
managers arrived in a town he was often locked in the 
hall in which he was to play during the evening. He 
was perfectly safe while he could play the piano. In 
many ways he was just like a child, but was even more 
trouble than a child. His meals were always served 
to him in his own room, and when the food was brought 
to him he would always insist that the sugar bow! 
should be as full as it was possible to make it. Unless 
it was full, Tom would storm and refuse to eat any- 
thing. Then when he had finished his meal he would 
steal the sugar left and hide it. He was so helpless that 
he had to be dressed and even to have his face washed. 
It was not every one that he would allow to attend to 
his toilet. 


On one occasion his manager had to leave him in the 
hotel, and before leaving him explained how he could 
regulate the heat in the room. “Now,” said he, “if this 
room gets too hot turn this radiator this way, and if too 
cold turn it the other way,” and he illustrated what he 
said by guiding Tom’s hand. Then to find out if Tom 
understood, he asked what he would do if the room was 
hot. Tom had his fingers on the radiator and with ease 
pulled it out. 


When very young Tom used to like to hurt other chil- 
dren so that he might hear them cry. It was thought 
that he did not do this out of cruelty, but because of his 
fondness for all sounds. Once he choked a younger 
brother nearly to death, and at another time burned an 
infant sister. This mania lasted all his life, and any 
exclamation indicative of pain always gave him great 
pleasure, although he always expressed sympathy for 
the sufferer. Once when in a smal] town his manager 
locked him in the hall as usual and Tom amused him- 
self with the piano. When his manager returned he 
was surprised to find Tom holding a man down on the 
floor and almost choking him. The man was yelling 
and Tom was delighted. 


Another peculiar fancy of Tom's was to stand on his 
head. Almost the first thing he would do on entering 
his bedroom was to jump over the foot of the bed head 
first and stand on his head on the bed. This he would 
do over and over again, and then rub his hands and 
chuckle. 


When Tom first made his many musi- 
cians were skeptical as to his abilities, and many visited 
him. One of the first was Prof. George A. Kelly of 
Pittsburgh. Tom was 4 years old at the time, and in. 
order to test him, Prof. Kelly played a piece of his own 
composition which had not been published. Tom 
played it at once as accurately and with as much ex- 
pression as the professor. Thirteen years afterward 
Prof. Kelly saw Tom again. Tom.remembered the inci- 
dent of many years previous and played the professor’s 
piece for him again. 


Tom could name any note played on a piano, and mu- 
sicians would try to catch him by striking keys at ran- 
dom, and however discordant the chords might be Tom 
would name every note with extraordinary quickness. 
He did this for Charles Halle, for Moscheles and other 
noted musicians. 


The Albany Argus of January, 1866, described Tom 
as “a wild, uncouth figure, angular at all points which 
should be curved and curved at all points that should 
present acute lines—loose-jointed, close-wooled, thick- 
lipped, spraw)-footed, with forehead almost covered with 
kinky locks, eyeballs prominent and distended, and an 
idiotic, staring expression of countenance—in short a 
regular specimen of the African in his unadulterated 
and barbarous condition.” It then described what Tom 
could do, how he would name any note struck, how he 
would call off correctly twenty notes that had been 
sounded rapidly, how he played Beethoven's “Sonata 
Pathétique” without a false note or discord or omis- 
sion. 


Tom's wonderful memory lasted through his life. 
When last performing in Brooklyn he was visited by the 
daughter of his old manager and asked if he remem- 
bered one who had gone twenty-five years before. 
“Why, yes,” said Tom, “she used to wash my face.” and 
then he talked of his old friends and seemed happier 
than he had been for a long time.

Of a morning in the market places the women folk 
flock to sell their wares, carrying on their heads the 
baskets containing the few cents worth of native pro- 
duce they have been able to gather together for disposal 
in the towns. The soft Guarani language, the common 
tongue of the Paraguayans, adds further charm to the 
scene.—[Boston Transcript.

GARDEN FERTILIZERS. 

COMMERCIAL PREPARATIONS Goop BUT 
NEED SUPPLEMENTING. 

| By Ernest Braunton. 

, HERE seems to be a growing appreciation of chem- 
ical or commercial fertilizers for garden use, and 
for many good reasons. These fertilizers are usu- 

ally well baianced, ready for immediate application; give 
results very quickly; are cleaner to use than stable ma- 
nures and contain no seeds of injurious weeds. Never- 
theless these commercial commodities contain no humus, 
something absolutely essential to successful garden 
culture. To gain this much-needed humus it is best to 
use in conjunction with the chemicals a certain amount 
of stable manure or supply leaf mold annually, or still 
better, compost all the garden litter. One of the best- 
known commercial fertilizers is bone meal, hardly a 
chemical, as it is a direct animal product, yet its action 
in the soil is almost wholly chemical. It is composed 
of about two-thirds inorganic matter and one-third or- 
ganic. Bone meal really supplies three important prin- 


a balanced fertilizer needs more ammonia (or nitro- 
gen) and some potash. Super-phosphates is another 
good fertilizer formerly obtained chiefly from bones, 
but today obtained from mineral phosphates. Potash 
for the gardén may usually be supplied most easily by 
applying wood ashes to the soil, instead of sending them 
to the garbage dump. Coal ashes will not do. In com- 
mercial fertilizers nitrogen is usually supplied by sul- 
phate of ammonia or by nitrate of soda, the former 
usually on wet or heavy soils and the latter on light 
or dry soils. Both are powerful stimulants as well as 
plant foods, and should be used with extreme caution.

Rhododendrons. 


Ii is still somewhat of a puzzle why we cannot suc- 
cessfully grow rhododendrons in Southern California. 
Or northern slopes or in partially-shaded positions we 
should be able to make some of the sorts succeed, espe- 
cially as we have species native to this State. That it 
is not owing to proper soil is shown by the fact that in 
the eastern States and other countries they are grown in 
nearly all soils from pure sand up to heavy loams. 
They will not grow on heavy clay or endure chalk or 
lime in any form, even though present in small quanti- 
ties. 

Herbaceous Perennials in Bloom. 


The period of bloom for, perennial-rooted herbaceous 
plants is now just begun, and it will be well to see that 
all are copiously watered at this critical period.

Economic Appliances. 


There is scarcely any implement or appliance in the 
successful prosecution of the poultry business which the 
average man, with average intelligence, cannot make and 
supply with his own hands.

OFF THE BEATEN TRACK ON THE 
IsLE OF WALCHEREN. 


From London Chronicle. 


HE ideal holiday is, I think, the one which offers 

the maximum of fresh air and change of diet, ex- 

ercise, and environment. Nowhere within a night's 
journey of London is more absolute change to be found 
than in Holland. Nowhere outside Japan do the people 
live the simple life more picturesquely, and no country 
has a greater variety of interest to offer the tired and 
town-fagged visitor. 

Having traveled over most of Holland, I have come 
to the conclusion that to attempt to “do the little old 
country” a la Américaine is merely to carry away a 
blurred and cinematographic impression: the wisest 
Plan is to study the land a bit at a time. And among 
the areas to be explored, the Isle of Walcheren presents 
the best field for what I might térm intensive personal 
culture. 

A glance at the map will show that Walcheren is the 
point of Holland nearest to England, and occupies a rel- 
,ative position to the mainland somewhat equivalent to 
that of our own Isle of Wight. 

It is about one mile larger in circumference than Jer- 
sey; but, strictly speaking, Walcheren is an island no 
longer, on account of the great dam that was constructed 
in the early seventies for the railroad from Flushing to 
the mainland. However, the artificial railway link had 
fortunately done little to impair its insular characteris- 
tics. A flippant colleague with whom I was working in 
Middelburg Jast week discovered Walcheren as “the 
island where there are no dam towns”—and in truth, all 
the dam towns, Rotterdam, Amsterdam, Schiedam, etc., 
would appear to be confined to the mainland. Walch- 
eren boasts of none, its chief towns being Flushing, Mid- 
dleburg, Domburg, West Kappelle, and Veere. Flushing 
is commercially the most important, and is interesting 
for its shipbuilding and sea-bathing facilities. No less 
a critic than E. V. Lucas recently pronounced the 
bathing near the Bath Hotel as the best he had ever sam- 
pled. But Flushing, the chief port for Northern Europe 
and Great Britain, with all its maritime activities, is 
too much like the towns of the kind that we have at 
home to serve the holiday-maker in search of change. 
The trail of commerce has, with its evil communications, 
corrupted the good old customs and costumes of the 
people, whose attire is now as modern and uninteresting 
for the greater part as our own. 

But within twelve minutes’ train ride we are in the 

middle town of the island—Middelburg—a brisk and 
typically clean place, which, despite its centuries of his- 
tory and romance, its sieges, famines, and old-time pros- 
perity, is one of the few Dutch towns which seem to 
possess a future. 
It has been built according to a definite scheme, rather 
than accident or the caprice of Jerry builders. It radi- 
ates in circular formation from the old Abbey to the lim- 
its of the moated ramparts, as if it had been dono on 
intelligent anticipation of John Burns’s excellent town 
planning bill. 

The tallest spire on the island is the Middelburg Ab- 
bey steeple. This ever-visible landmark, known as Lang 
Jan (Long John,) is about half as tall again as the mon- 
ument, and much older. A climb up its 300 steps, no 
smal! effort in this weather, is amply rewarded in the 
magnificent view of the whole island. The _ silver 
streak of the canal that bisects the island, the 
golden sands of Dumburg, that quaint and exclusive 
little watering-place, the great church of little Veere, 
and the level plains of emerald and sapphire pasture, 
sprinkled with red-roofed farmsteads, presents a vividly- 
colored living ground plan. 

As the Campanile is to Venice, so Lang Jan is to Mid- 
delburg. The largest of the forty bells in the tower 
are some eight feet tall, and broad in proportion, and 
were cast in the days when the founders knew the secret 
of mixing silver in plenty with the bronze. The visitor 
to Middelburg at firet wonders how the folk can endure 
the carillon, and also if it is stopped o’nights; it is doubt- 
ful if any one not travel-tired could sleep through a first 
night’s encounter with the chimes. Each hour is her- 
alded by a tuneful mazurka of five minutes’ duration, 
after which the big bells boom out the hour. Then wel- 
come silence for seven and a half minutes, when a con- 
tingent of smaller bells volunteer a few bars on their 
own account: at a quarter past the hour they break out 
again, reinforced by their middle-sized brethren, and 
a cheerful little obligato is rendered. At half-past the 
full force of the belfry performs a popular melody. The 
hour is then struck thirty minutes in advance, and thus 


the night is punctuated. But after a little while one 


begins to listen for their merry notes by day and to be 
undisturbed by them at night. 

Beneath Lang Jaa, on one side of the Abbey, facing a 
large brick-paved courtyard, is our hotel. A stay there 
is like a trip to the Middle Ages. To dine, to sit, and 
smoke under the shadow of the glorious old chestnuts, 
which, in their young days, cast shadows upon pious 
monks, to get glimpses from the solid stonework, laid 
over 800 years ago, of the pomp and splendor, ravages 
of fire and sword, of mighty affluence and sudden down- 
fall, to realize that all this flourished and ceased before 
1559, when the Abbey was disbanded, is alone worth the 
journey. 

Within a few steps of the cloisters is the silent center 
of the Anglo-Saxon book-making industry, but appa- 
rently the quiet beauty of the place has so checked the 
fraternity in what one, not unnaturally, expects to be 
their wild career, that the visitor knows nothing of 
their existence beyond their announcements in the Lon- 
don sporting papers. 

A three-penny ride on the steamer that plies between 
Flushing and Rotterdam, or an hour’s walk, takes us 
from Middelburg to Veere, in the opposite side of the 
island. Miss Clara Montalba was showing some of her 
sketches to Mr. Edwin Abbey, R.A., when bre sald: “You 
haven't been to Veere? Then you haven't been to Hol- 
land. Go back by the next boat, and you will never re- 
gret it.” 

Ever “since Mr. Abbey’s pronouncement, artists have 
flocked to Veere, til! there scarcely remains a corner of 
the town that has not at some time borne the trail of 
the paint rag. In the sixteenth century it had a pow- 
efful fleet and considerable trade with Scotland. A 
great mansion on the quay ard many other relics of the 
Scotch colony formerly engaged in-the wool trade, are 
among the most fascinating parts of the beautiful little 
“dead city.” Today, Veere is about the size of the 
Franco-Brit. A good idea of its former greatness is 
afforded by the huge church. It towers up above every 
other building on the island, and its magnificent mass 
can be seen looming gray-blue against the skyline from 
almost any viewpoint within walking distance. Napo- 
leon used the church as barracks, and inside little re- 
mains today of its former glories, save white and naked 
columns, the forlorn loneliness of which is accentuated 
by the bats and swallows, and two or three workmen 
engaged in the well-nigh endless task of restoration. 
The Town Hall ie wondrously beautiful, and on its 
facade are well-preserved life-sized statues of the lords 
of Veere and their ladies. Within may be seen auto 
graph letters sent to former burgomasters from Queen 
Elizabeth, James I of Scotland, Mary Queen of Seots, 
William the Silent, and a host of others, that cause one 
to feel that Veere is not a page torn from history, but 
several chapters. 

A golden goblet of rather labored design, kept In a 
modern fireproof safe, was given to the town 357 years 
ago by Maximilian of Burgundy. The well-known 
American millionaire who offered £48,000 for the cup 
last summer put the citizens in a ferment of indignation, 
from which they are only slowly recovering. ° 

A slender wood and brick tower carries the inevitable 
carillon, and offers an exquisite view of the fertile be- 
low-sea-level plains stretching away to the west, where 
the thundering fury of the North Sea is resisted by the 
world-famous embankment of West Kappelle. Here 
miles of seawall have been built of solid masonry and 
woodwork, capped by interlaced wicker work, reed, and 
rushes. 

The island, so circumscribed at first glance, begins to 
broaden in interest with each hour spent upon it. What 
appeared to be a limited holiday-ground soon becomes 
a wide field, inviting study and research. Each of the 
little towns teems with interest. The people are inva- 
riably frank and honest, and scrupulously careful, not 
to say exacting. They approach the Scotch tempera- 
ment more closely than any other. A homeland that 
has been bought at such a heavy cost, a nation with a 
never-ending war against the sea, is bound to bear the 
impress of its struggles. 

From June to September there is always plenty of 
amusement, but now is the ideal time for a visit. Last 
week, owing to a belated spring, the hawthorn was just 
opening, and chubby, red-faced children were decking 
themselves with its bloom. Girls in ultramarine linen. 
skirts were milking the cows, and all the brightly-col- 
ored implements of the farms were set against the fresh 
and vivid greens of the new foliage. Red-sailed barges 
were smoothly gliding along the narrow waterways be- 
tween the buttercup fields. The North Sea, that a few 
days previously was one boiling, gray mass of angry 
water, was now a placid lake of azure and jurquoise, fad- 
ing into opalescent pinks and purples, reflecting without 
a ripple, save that of our boat, the sunset and the 
old harbor, and all the towers of the town. One had to 
pinch oneself to realize that by the next morning, after 
merely one night’s sleep in a comfortable bed, an hour's 
train ride across Kent, there would be British eggs and 
bacon and Fleet street. It’s always such a short cut 
from the sublime to the ridiculous. 


A Noiseless Room. 

For many physical researches a perfectly noiseless 
room is a desideratum. If such could be devised, it 
would open out new possibilities of research. At the 
University of Utrecht the problem has been apparently 
successfully solved by the room designed by Zwaarde- 
maker. The walls and ceiling of the room are eleven 
inches thick, and are formed of six separate layers. The 
first consists of a felt-like material of horsehair, known 
as trichoplése; this is followed by a layer of porous 
stone isolated from the floor by sheet lead. An air space 
of about an inch is followed by wood, and then a course 
of ground cork and sand. The final layer is of specially- 
prepared ground cork, known as korkstein.—[London

T is strange how soon some of our people forget, or

If all parasitic and 
predaceous friends of the fruit grower were as effective | 
as the Vedalia, but little uneasiness would follow the 
most virulent outbreak of pests. Unfortunately they are 
not. but many of them are of great assistance, and a few 
are indispensable.

Imperial Melons. 


HAD a caller from the cantaloupe districts of Colo- 
| acm a few days ago. He had heard en route to Cali- 
fornia that the growing of “cants” had been rather over- 
done this season, he said, and quizzed me farther than 
was profitable to himself, upon the future of this melon 
at Imperial and the result of the overplus of melons 
upon the land values there. You know a wise man can 
ask questions that are hard to answer, and he was very 
wise In the cantaloupe business. I gave him a rather 
comprehensive review of Imperial land values, and told 
him that one season's reversals did not discourage any 
fru industry in California. One cannot understand 
‘these partial marketing failures unless he is acquainted 
with the various factors that have brought about cer- 
tain results, and this acquaintance with conditions usu- 
ally places a brighter aspect upon failures than appear 
at a glance. 

For example, in the cantaloupe fields of the Imperial 
Valley the “stand” of plants was unusually good. This 
is equivalent to nearly double the real acreage in pro- 
ductive plants. The stand reached 90 per cent. of the 
plantings, where 60 per cent. is perhaps the rule, in- 
creasing the real acreage in this case by 50 per cent. 
The yield was very heavy, one man reporting about 4000 
crates gathered from twenty acres of land. The dis- 
tributine agents In the markets were not numerous, 
having a tendency to congest the markets in some places 


nate the grasshoppers that are devastating the vine- 
yards there. At any rate, 1900 turkeys have already 
been brought to Arbuckle to stop the invasion of the 
hoppers.

Exterminating Noxious Weeds. 


HE Russian thistle problem is coming to the front danger which the thrips threatens to thea 


again in some of the southern counties of the State. 
But one of more serious menace has to be faced by the 
farmers of Butte and adjoining counties. Tens-of- 
thousands of acres have become infested with another 
weed said to be as bad as this thistle, and infinitely 
more difficult to handle because it is growing upon lands 
subject to overflow by the Sacramento River. One 
farm, owned by James D. Phelan, of San Frantisco, and 
containing 13,000, acres and another near by of 17,000 
acres is covered by this weed. The Horticultural Com- 
missioners of Butte county had commenced filing notices 
upon the owners of the infected lands, requiring them 
to destroy this weed. Then the District Attorney inter- 
vened, advising that as the land would be reseeded by 
the next overflow that the county could not recover the 
money the Supervisors spent in eradicating the weed 
where the land owners refused to do the work. The Dis- 
trict Attorney says in substance that the commission- 
ers could legally go on the land and exterminate the 
pest, and the Supervisors would have to pay the bills. 
But the efficacy of the work would be so problematical 
that the county could not recover the expenditure in 
case the lien was contested by the owners. 

This is a new interpretation of the county horticultu- 
ral law, and perhaps could not be sustained, for the 
commissioners are the judges of what constitutes a 
nuisance of this kind, and are armed with ample provi- 
sion for the enforcement of their orders. The law has 
been sustained by the highest court of the State on this 
very point. But there is common sense in the District 
Attorney's position, for what would be the use of at- 
tempting to destroy a weed in Butte county which would 
be replaced the next spring by seeds from Tehama 
county where the thistle was first discovered. So the 
farmers of the upper Sacramento Valley are facing a 
serious problem on account of the river's overflow. The 
small land owners—fruit, alfalfa and grain growers, are 
clamoring for protection from these pasture lands 
and there is no relief in sight.

Photographs on Applies. 


T is a simple matter to print photographs upon the 

ordinary red apple, the tomato and smooth-skinned 
pumpkin if one goes about it in the right way. In addi- 
tion to the process being most simple, there is no ex- 
pense incurred, not even for so cheap a chemical as 
hypo, as no chemical or water is required, while the re- 
sultant can only be said to be as permanent as the sup- 
port on which the image is formed. The skin of an 
apple, tomato or pumpkin, particularly at a certain 
stage of its ripening, bears a strong resemblance to our 
photographic plates and printing paper, for the reason 
that it is sensitive to light. It is this sensitiveness to 


light that causes the side exposed to the sun to burn | 


| red or yellow, and as one can often notice, where a leaf 
intervenes so as to cut off the light close to the pump- 
kin, apple or tomato, it will print an outline of itself, a 
silhouette as it were in green upon the red or yellow 
ground.

? 4 Walking for Health. 
AST week we discussed the subject of the use and 
abuse of exercise, in a general way. Now let us 
turn to a simple form of exercise that has been in 
use by the human race ever since our ancient progeni- 
tors rambled through the forests, sometimes on all- 
fours, and then again erect. 

Whiking is a most excellent form of exercise, that un- 
til recently had sadly gone out of fashion in this coun- 
try. Walking is a simple exercise, and does not need 
any complicated courses of instruction—at $30 a course. 
A correct position in walking is quickly learned, and 
then the rest is easy. 

Before the recent revival of walking, Americans—espe- 
clally American women—seemed almost to have 
forgotten that their legs were given them for the pur- 
pose of moving about. Electric cars have spoiled us in 
this country. You will sometimes see a woman take a 
car to go two blocks. In England her sisters think 
nothing of a ten or even twenty-mile tramp across coun- 
try, sometimes through the rain. That is one reason 
why an Englishwoman at 50 looks younger than many 
American women at 30. 


There is no better exercise for the lungs than a cross- 
country walk in a correct, natural position, especially 
one that includes up and down-hill ground. The editor 
of the Care of the Body, who was quite an invalid when 
a boy, and was scarcely expected to live, attributes his 
good health at nearly 60 years of age, to the habit he 
formed, when less than 15 years of age, of taking long 
walks—from twenty to fifty miles, or more. On one 
occasion, in England, he walked sixty miles, on country 
roads, in 18 hours, running the last mile to catch a 
train. When one can do this without distress, it shows 
that the lungs have been well developed.

The trails are 
all carefully marked, for the benefit of the pedestrian, 
and usually, at each “coign of vantage,” there will be 
found a seat, or an arbor. Almost every peasant’s house 
is an inn, where “refreshments for man” and beast may 
be had. 

Forty-one years ago, on the 8th of last May, after a 
six months’ residence in that country, the editor started 
on a two months’ walking trip through Switzerland. car- 
rying a knapsack and a sketch book. It was early in 
the year, and many of the higher places were inaccess-

In places 
where one expects to walk much in the sunlight, a 
white canvas hat is very good. I used one of these hats 
on a walking trip in Colorado in 1906, and found it 
the proper thing in Southwestern Colorado, where the 
heat at times is intense.

Diet and Divorce.

Thus again we once more come 
around to the proposition: “As a man eateth, so is he.” 


Big Bugs. 
ALIFORNIA is threatened with a reat bug pest. Big 
Argentine ants are said to have appeared near Oak- 
land. They are said to be unknown in North America, 
except in Louisiana near New Orleans, where they have 
done much damage. They are voracious insects, and 
nothing can withstand their onslaughts. 

Forty years ago, and for some years after that, en- 
terprising rea] estate dealers of those days were in the 
habit of holding forth, as one of the inducements 1.0 
settle in California, the fact that the State was free from 
insect pests. And they were right—then. Every intel- 
ligent person should, however, have realized that a cli- 
mate favorable to plants and animals and human beings 
is also likely to be favorable to the multiplication of 
insect pests.

Shepperd, after defeating the fleetest runners in the 
world in the Olympic games in London, was rejected as 
an applicant for a position on the New York police 
force, because of physica] disability. The police sur- 
geons reported that they found him suffering from en- 
largement of the heart and hardening of the arteries. 


Physicians on Vivisection. | 
HAT all physicians do not approve of the practice of 
vivisection was again shown recently, when over 1250 

duly qualified medical practitioners signed a petition to 

Parliament, issued by the National Canine Defence 

League, the text of which is as follows: “We, the un- 

dersigned Medical Practitioners of the United Kingdom, 

are of opinion that the use of Dogs for Vivisectional 

Experiment is in no way necessary for the advance- 

ment of medical science, or for the advancement 

of medical students. We therefore most earnestly and 
respectfully pray that your honorable house wil] be 

pleased at an early date to facilitate the passing of a 

measure prohibiting the Vivisection of Dogs.” 


Cause of Consumption. 
MID the mass of foolish and useless discussion at the 
recent Congress of the American Medica) Associa- 
tion in Chicago, it was refreshing to come across a scrap 
of common sense like the following, in a paper on con- 
sumption, read by Dr. Mary Dodds: 

“Impure air is the cause of consumption. The man 
who always lives and works and sleeps in pure air will 
never have it. The way to eliminate tuberculosis from 
the world is to prevent it, to remove the causes that 
produce it, and to build up and maintain at a high 
standard the general health by breathing pure air, drink- 
ing pure water and eating pure food, not in excess. Tu- 
berculosis cannot form in fresh air and sunshine.” 

This is true, as far as it goes, but it is not the whole 
truth. Bad air is a cause of consumption, but it is not 
the only cause. Wrong eating is one of the chief causes. 
Consumption usually begins in the stomach. 

At a meeting in Chicago of the National Association 
for the study and prevention of tuberculosis a physician 
made the broad statement that im his opinion nobody 
ever had died of consumption. alone. He said that 
deaths popularly supposed to be the result of tuberculo- 
sis are the result of a mixture of ailments, which re- 
sults from the fact that the patient is in no condition to 


resist onslaughts. 


This is merely juggling with words. As frequently 
stated here, all disease, from corns to consumption, is 
one, and is due to the same thing, namely, a getting 


_&way from nature, while the only remedy is to get back 


to nature. 
The proximate cause of death is, of course, what our 
medical friends call “heart failure.” What, however, 
causes the heart failure? And what is the cause of 
that cause? It would be wel! if the medical fraternity 
would turn aside from their microscropes and dissect- 
ing-rooms and look around them to find out the real 


. Cause of disease. 


! 


Inquiries are frequently received from correspondents 
asking for the name of a good sensible book on the sub- 
ject of consumption. As previously remarked here, the 
very best book the editor of the Care of the Body knows 
of relating to this subject is “Prevention and Cure of 
Tuberculosis,” by the late August F. Reinhold, M.D. It 
is a book of 450 pages. The publication price is $3. 
Mrs. Alice Reinhold, widow of the author, who has been 
cultivating a small farm in the San Joaquin Valley, but 
will soon leave for San Diego, has a few copies of the 
book on hand which she will sell, to those who mention 
the Care of the Body, at the reduced price of $1.75, in- 
cluding postage. 

If you want a copy of this book you would do well to 
write at once, as the small stock on hand is not likely 
to last long. The title of the book is somewhat mis- 
leading, as the author does not deal exclusively with 
tuberculosis, but discusses in detail the entire subject 
of health and disease, and the cure of the sick by the 
natural method of treatment—the elimination of disease 
matter from the system. If you read this book over 
carefully two or three times you will know about as 
much on the subject as the editor of the Care of the 
Body—or any other man.
